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New Shakespeare Medals Crpslod L „I 



In 1971, the Shakespeare Birthplace Trust in Stratford-Upon-Avon, England, commissioned 
distinguished sculptor and medalist, Paul Vincze, to design a medal commemorating each of 
William Shakespeare's plays. To date, twenty medals have been issued, with all medals still 
available in all metals. 

Four more completed pieces are now being issued, depicting scenes from King Henry IV, Part 
I ; King Henry IV, Part II; As You Like It; and Cymbeline. Each obverse bears a likeness of 
Shakespeare framed by representations of the Globe and Swan theatres. The masks of comedy 
and tragedy symbolize his dramatic genius, while the quotation (“SOULE OF THE AGE/THE 
APPLAUSE DELIGHT/THE WONDER OF OUR STAGE/MY SHAKESPEARE RISE") which Ben 
Jonson wrote as part of the playright's eulogy aptly sums up his reputation both during his 
lifetime and since. Each reverse is different, showing a crucial scene from the individual play. 

Unlimited editions of the medals are available at $16.50 in oxidized bronze and $22.50 in gilt 
bronze, while limited editions of fine and gilt fine silver are offered. The fine silver medal, of 
which 2500 pieces have been struck, is offered at $46.50, while the 750 pieces of gilt fine silver cost 
$54.50 each. The Trust offers 100 medals in 22 karat gold and 10 in platinum, with costs 
determined by the price of the precious metals at the time of ordering. All limited edition medals 
will be accompanied by a Certificate of Authenticity, and those collectors who subscribe to the 
medals so far announced will be accorded the privilege of reserving the same low number on 
their Certificates for the whole series. 

Single medal presentation cases in padded velveteen are available at $3.50. Special deluxe 
presentation cases with a 12 medal capacity are offered for $38.

Avon, England, U.K., along with a 70c bank clearance charge. Please add $2.50 to cover postage 
and handling of each medal, and $3.50 for each deluxe presentation case. 
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Western Gateway Coin Club, as well as 
an acclaimed author of numismatic ar- 
ticles published in various numismatic 
journals. As an eminent and respected 
authority, he lectured on the science of 
coin collecting and medallic art to civic 
groups and numismatic fraternities 
throughout New York State. 

Though in recent years Dr. Sartoris' 
numismatic activities were confined to 
New York State, his devotion to the art 
and science of numismatics was uncom- 
promised. He treasured the friendships 
and knowledge he accumulated in pur- 
suit of the hobby as was he treasured by 
those fortunate enough to have known 
him. 

He is survived by his wife Mary, sons 
Paul and William, daughter Mrs. Peter 
Rutkowski, and 12 grandchildren. 

C. Paul Jennewein 

Although never a member of ANA, 
the death of C. Paul Jennewein on 
February 22 at his home in Larchmont, 
N.Y., at the age of 87, concerns all 
numismatists interested in sculpture and 
medallic art. Internationally recognized, 
he received no less than 25 awards for his 
work covering more than half a century, 
one having been The ANA 
Numismatic Art Award in 1970. 

Mr. Jennewein was born on 
December 2, 1890, in Stuttgart, Ger- 
many, and came to the United States at 
age 16. In New York City he was appren- 
ticed to a firm of architectural sculptors 
but studied painting for a time, and 
painting murals for the entrance to the 
Woolworth Building was his first com- 
mission. He studied later at the 
American Academy in Rome and in 
France, Germany, Italy, Egypt and 
Greece, as well as at the Arts Institute 
League in New York City. 

His stature as a sculptor/medalist is 
well indicated by two positions he held: 
president of the National Sculpture 
Society for three consecutive terms and 
its honorary president thereafter, and 
president of Brookgreen Gardens in 
South Carolina. Of his too-numerous- 
to-mention medallic productions, one 
side each of two very different styles is 
pictured herewith.

Alexander Kaptik, Sr., was the victim 
of a fatal industrial accident on January 
23rd. He had retired from the Budd 
Manufacturing plant in Philadelphia last 
year, but met his death while working on 
a special assignment for the plant. 

Alex became a member of the ANA in 
late 1947, and served as bourse chairman 
for the 66th ANA Anniversary Conven- 
tion in Philadelphia in 1957. He served 
the Philadelphia Coin Club and the 
Middle Atlantic Numismatic Assn, in 
various capacities over the years, in- 
cluding the presidency. He also acted 
in official capacities for many local coin 
clubs. 

Alex was especially interested in and 
helped to sustain security at many 
numismatic meetings and conventions 
including conventions of ANA, MANA 
and the Blue Ridge Numismatic Assn., all 
of which he attended on a regular basis 
over a span of 30 years. We will certainly 
miss his presence at our numismatic 
functions.

The Food and Agriculture Organization of the United Nations (FAO) released a Ceres medal 
featuring Lillian Carter as the Roman goddess of agriculture on International Women's Day, 
March 8, 1978. 

Born in Georgia to a farm family which dates back five generations, the mother of President 
Carter worked for many years as a registered nurse and was one of the first proponents of civil 
rights in her own community. “Miss Lillian" became a Peace Corps volunteer at the age of 68 and 
served as a nurse in the town of Vikhroli, near Bombay in India, treating sufferers from many 
diseases, including cholera and leprosy. A portrait of Lillian Carter appears on the medal obverse, 
while the reverse shows three nurses, black, white and Indian, with the inscription “Human 
kindness and caring-heal beyond any wall." 

The medal was sculpted by Frank Gasparro, chief engraver of the U.S. Mint, in his private 
capacity. It has been struck in Italy and is available in two versions: in sterling silver, 50mm (2 inch) 
diameter, 50 grams (1.6 troy oz), at $25; and in 18 kt. gold, 28 mm (1.1 inch) diameter, 15 grams 
(0.48 troy oz), at $140. 

Since 1971, FAO has been issuing Ceres medals to highlight the role of women in agriculture 
and world development. Other medals honoring distinguished Americans feature Coretta Scott 
King, Margaret Mead, Shirley Temple Black and Gloria Steinem. The medal honoring Lillian 
Carter and previous issues are available from the FAO Money & Medals Office, FAO, 00100 
Rome, Italy. 


Kenneth J. Sartoris 
ANA 7857 

Dr. Kenneth J. Sartoris, 70, of Schenec- 
tady, New York, passed away January 24, 
1978, after a short illness. He was a 
practicing physician for 47 years in 
Schenectady and an avid numismatist for 
nearly half a century. 

Dr. Sartoris started his study of 
numismatics early in the 1930's, becom- 
ing renowned throughout the 
numismatic fraternity as a recognized 
authority in all phases of the hobby. He 
was instrumental in founding the Albany 
Numismatic Society in 1936 and was 


honored by charter membership in the 
club that same year. He served as the 
society's president in 1941 and was on 
the executive board until the time of his 
death. 

In 1950 he co-founded the 
Numismatic Advancement Council 
(later named the Empire State 
Numismatic Association), becoming the 
first president and a life member of its 
executive board. In addition. Dr. Sartoris 
joined the American Numismatic Socie- 
ty of New York City in 1944, and became 
a Fellow of that organization in 1950. He 
was an active member of the American 
Numismatic Association and the

Is “cob” for “cabo”? 

By the way, that word “cob” continues to be credited (wrongly, I believe) as “short” 
for “cabo de barra,” translated “end of the bar.” The blank to be struck was, of 
course, cut from the end of a flat silver or gold bar; but seven years ago the word 
“cob” was discovered to have been an old English word, first used in Ireland as the 
descriptive name of the Spanish silver coin. 

It was in OIN's Vol. V, Fourth Issue, 1971 Journal of International Numismatics that 
Dr. Charles Aby of San Rafael, California, published his study of the use of the word 
“cob” as the name of that style of coin. Dr. Aby wrote, “As time went on, I found that 
'cob' was a term used exclusively in England. In Spanish, those coins always were 
alluded to as 'macuquinas.'...lt seemed incongruous that a term should be coined by 
Spanish-speaking people and used only by the English. ...It thus occurred to me that it 
would be highly improbable that the ordinary English-speaking person, being poorly 
educated in his own English language, and not knowing anything about coin 
manufacture, would reach for a Spanish word which he could not reasonably have 
known to exist. It would be much more likely he might have given those coins a 
cognomen because of their appearance.” 

Dr. Aby then reports on his research, going back as far as 1672, and concludes, “All 
this, then, brings me to the conclusion that ‘cob’ derives from a respectable English 
word which means what it is supposed to mean. . .an unsightly lump, dear to the hearts 
of a collector!” 

ANA Library and Louisiana State Museum Seek Rare Booklet 

An 1897 booklet authored by E.S. Gardner of Des Moines, Iowa, and entitled. 
How Money Is Coined: A Visit to the United States Mint , New Orleans , is 
needed by the ANA library and by the Louisiana State Museum. While the 
library wishes the booklet for its Rare Book Collection, the museum desires to 
use a copy for exhibition purposes since the illustrations contained within it 
show the various stages of minting at the Louisiana Mint.

Illustrated here is the most beautiful "cob” I've seen. 

Thirteen years ago someone offered U.S. $500 for this Mexico City mint's undated 
"real-de-a-ocho” (ensayador "F”) of Felipe III, if the pictured coin was genuine. But 
this one isn't. It is but one of twenty-eight identical counterfeits, cast in Mexico City, 
probably since 1940, which I've examined. 

The original, genuine piece had a crack through the coin at 2 o'clock on its obverse, 
8 o'clock on the reverse. That crack, which goes all the way through the genuine coin, 
does not go completely through the cast fake. 

Three specimens of this "classic” (as it sometimes is called in Mexico) were stolen 
during a Friday night in December 1976 from a double-locked room in The Americana 
Hotel, New York City, along with the several hundred coins of the entire "reference 
collection” of The Organization of International Numismatists (OIN), bringing that 
OIN seminar to an abrupt halt. Not one specimen of the several hundred stolen gold, 
silver, and copper coins has shown up, although an inventory was published in the 
U.S. and in Europe. So I assume that those three stolen "classic” silver 8-reales have 
been sold quietly and are now resting in three different collections of some proud 
owners. 

If you have bought a specimen of the above pictured coin since rhid-December 
1976, or if you know the whereabouts of such specimen bought since that date, please 
get in touch with me (Box 936, Bellaire, TX 77401, or (713) 667-8158) as soon as you can. 
Quite likely you can give us the first lead to the identity of the burglar and ultimately to 
the recovery of the stolen collection. You may still keep the coin you bought, merely 
lending it to the New York City district attorney as evidence if and when the thief is 
arrested, after which the coin will be returned to you. 

The other coin shown here today is a cast counterfeit 1728 cob 8-reales of the Lima 
Mint, sold twelve years ago during a convention and still around somewhere. I've 
seen three identical cast specimens of this Felipe V piece, two of which were stolen in 
that New York Americana burglary. The third is around somewhere. 

My own hunch is that the entire stolen OIN collection went promptly to Europe, 
where there probably aren't as many knowledgeable collectors of Spanish-American 
coins as in this hemisphere. 

As with the Mexico Felipe III "cob,” if you've bought one of these Lima fakes since 
December 1976, please write or phone me. You'll be doing the hobby a big, big favor! 
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ANA 10th Annual Summer Seminar 

The tenth annual ANA seminar? Has this popular activity of the American 
Numismatic Association been held yearly for a whole decade? Yes, and the 1978 
seminar, July 9-15, bids fair to be among the best yet. 

The popularity of this annual event is due to several factors. The cooperation 
of Colorado College in allowing its facilities to be used helps greatly in keeping 
costs low. The entire fee for the seminar, including all meals, lodging, tuition 
and a field trip to the U. S. Denver Mint, is only $219. 

A chance to visit the ANA headquarters (on Colorado College campus), 
attend the book sale, see a bit of "Tall and Terrific Colorado” scenery, and 
pursue some aspect of numismatic knowledge — it's a treat that's hard to beat. 

The selection this year includes five courses: 1) Detection of Counterfeit and 
Altered Coins by ANACS authenticators Ed Fleischmann and John Hunter; 2) 
Coin Grading by Kenneth Bressett, co-editor of the new ANA Grading Guide; 3) 
Coin Photography by David Heise, widely known in the field; 4) Introduction to 
Numismatics by Edward C. Rochette, ANA executive vice president and a 
numismatist wjth wide experience; and 5) Collecting , Care and Preservation of 
Paper Money by ANA president Grover C. Criswell, a long-time collector and 
dealer in Confederate and Southern States paper money. 

The perennial course on counterfeit detection, usually a sellout, will be given 
a new direction this year. Fleischmann and Hunter will emphasize the 
identification of genuine coins, even those in poor and damaged condition. 
Using slides of coins that have been handled by ANACS, they will show some of 
the common mistakes made by counterfeiters. Persons having a scope to which 
they are accustomed are urged to bring it for use in laboratory examination of 
coins. 

Everyone interested in attending the tenth annual ANA summer seminar, July

afforded by scenes of beautiful sandy 
beaches, the famous "'sea wall/’ fine old 
homes and the breath-taking yacht har- 
bor. It will be an excellent family outing 
as over four hours will be spent at the 
multi-million dollar Sea-Arama 
Marineworld where porpoises, seals, sea 
lions and penguins wait to meet you. 

Scheduled for both Wednesday's and 
Friday's tour is perhaps the favorite 
tourist attraction of the Houston area, 
the Manned Spacecraft Center.

For Thursday's 
tour conventioneers will visit the 
battleground and view memorabilia of 
Houston's beginnings in the 578 foot San 
Jacinto Monument. An elevator ride to 
the top affords a panoramic view of 
Houston and of the veteran Battleship 
Texas, permanently moored at San 
Jacinto Battleground.

Theater Under The 
Stars, in celebration of their 10th an- 
niversary of entertaining over 400,000

While participants enjoy an elegant 
lunch in the Cabaret, the theater- 
restaraunt of the famous Shamrock- 
Hiltori, their musical memories will 
return to such classic Broadway hits as 
South Pacific, Sound of Music, Gypsy, 
and many others. Since seating in the 
theater is limited and this event is sure to 
be a popular one, convention goers are 
warned to get their reservations in early. 

Astrodomain Entertainment 

For those who are already well ac- 
quainted with Houston or prefer to 
remain close to convention activities, 
the Astrodomain itself offers more than 
enough entertainment to occupy 
visitors during the short convention 
week. 

Conducted tours of the Astrodome 
will introduce conventioneers to a 
wonder of modern architecture as they 
explore the world's first all purpose, 
weather-free combined sports stadium 
and convention center. Built at a cost of 
$38,000,000, the Astrodome is protected 
from the searing Texas sun and the angry 
Gulf Coast winds by a permanent 
translucent roof covered with 4,596 
plastic skylights and kept in a 
temperature of 72 degrees controlled by 
a $4,500,000 air conditioning system of 
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Houston's main street in 1876.

and overcrowded conditions beset the 
town with problems. As in many frontier 
towns, cabins were hastily constructed 
by covering weatherboarding with split 
pine board in a framework of poles set in 
the ground. Few were painted, few had 
glass windows, and, in general, they 
impressed a traveler in 1839 as being 
"merely patched up shantees of rough 
boards." In the rainy season, mud fre- 
quently made Houston streets im- 
passable, and the unsanitary conditions 
were the cause of frequent epidemics. 
After yellow fever caused a number of 
deaths in October of 1839, a local 
newspaper condemned the Board of 
Health for permitting "the washings of 
the kitchens and backyards of the whole 
city. ..to be thrown into the streets and 
gutters, there to rot and emit a stench 
disgusting and poisonous in the ex- 
treme." 

Congress, however, had considered 
the move of the capital to Houston as a 
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temporary one, and when they pulled 
out and moved to Austin, it struck quite 
a blow to Houston. With the loss of 
politically related business and the un- 
pleasant living conditions, growth 
slowed tremendously, but the town's 
position on the bayou still forwarded its 
development as a trading center. And 
then with the outbreak of the Civil War 
and the Texas decision to join the Con- 
federacy, Houston served as a haven for 
blockade runners and grew in stature as 
a railroad center, a reputation it con- 
tinued to develop through reconstruc- 
tion and World War I. Perhaps depicting 
its slow and relaxed growth over the 
years, Houston was nicknamed 
"Magnolia City" in observance of the 
magnolias and other natural beauty 
along the Buffalo Bayou, but after World 
War II the face and character of Houston 
would change to alter that image 
forever. 

Much of the natural beauty on the 
Bayou was lost with the development of 
the Houston ship channel, the widening 
and deepening of which was still being 
continued in the 1960's. The Houston 
Port is currently the 3rd largest in the 
U.S. and handles 60 million tons of 
foreign, coastwise and internal shipping 
annually. With the discovery of abun- 
dant natural resources in the Houston 
area (petroleum, natural gas, sulfur, 
lime, salt and fresh water) and the fact 
that the by-product of one chemical 
plant is often the raw material of 
another, there was created on the banks 
of the bayou one of the world's greatest 
concentrations of petrochemical in- 
dustries. The town's nickname became 
"Land of the Big Rich," a fanciful allu- 
sion to Houston's supposed prevalence 
of oil millionaires, and the progressive 
spirit spread like a fever. Nothing old 
was allowed to exist for long, and the city 
showed little concern for its history until 
1954 when a society was formed to 
preserve any remaining evidence of the 
past. 

Today Houston is a modern 
metropolis incorporating sixty-two 
communities with a total population of 
1,232,500, and ANA conventioneers will 
have a chance to see evidence of both its 


history and its future on the tours to be 
conducted during convention week. 

ANA Convention Tours 

Monday will lead off with an in-depth 
view of Houston which will take visitors 
to such important landmarks of the city 
as Rice University and the world 
renowned Texas Medical Center where 
medical history is often made. Memen- 
tos of the city's past will be seen in Sam 
Houston Park, while at the Civic Center 
the ultra-modern Jones Hall for the 
Performing Arts and the Alley Theatre 
will delight architectural enthusiasts. 
Some may feel a tinge of envy when they 
view the magnificent mansions of 
millionaires and the famous in River 
Oaks, but some time spent in the green 
refuge of Hermann Park will be soothing 
and the lovely Fragrant Gardens, 
planned for the blind, will keepthings in 
perspective. 

Fifty miles from Houston is the "Port 
and Playground of the Southwest," 
Galveston, steeped in Texas history and 
the headquarters of the notorious pirate 
Jean LaFitte. Tuesday's tour to Galveston 
will bring relief to conventioneers as

Houston Past and Present 


Representing both the continued growth of the ANA and of the city of Houston, the 
American Numismatic Association's 87th Anniversary Convention this August 21-26, is 
scheduled to be held in Astrohall, the world's largest single-level exhibit center. 
Having some 750,000 square feet of air-conditioned meeting rooms and exhibit space, 
Astrohall, nevertheless, represents just one feature of the great Astrodomain complex 
which many have named the eighth wonder of the world. Located six miles from 
downtown Houston and spread out over nearly 350 acres of land, the famed 
Astrodome, Astrohall, Astroarena, AstroWorld U.S.A., and the Astro Village Hotel 
Complex represent a total investment of more than $100 million which the voters of 
Harris County supported by approving an $18 million dollar general obligation bond 
in 1961. With the positive development of Houston industry such as the Astrodomain, 
the city's future growth seems assured, though in her history that future often seemed 
doubtful. 


Sporting a rather dubious beginning, 
Houston started as more of a vision for 
fortune than a real settlement. Augustus 
and John Allen, enterprising real estate 
promoters, bought some four thousand 
acres on Buffalo Bayou, and then in an 
effort to occupy it, offered it to the Texas 
Republic as a site for the Texas Capital. 
The location's major asset was its posi- 
tion at the head of navigation on the 
bayou, but outside of that it was a wild 
and desolate stretch of badly drained 
prairie and alligator-infested 


swampland with the usual abundance of 
mud and mosquitos. Not to be dis- 
couraged, the Aller brothers named the 
site Houston after the Republic's presi- 
dent and war hero, and had plans drawn 
up for a city with sixty-two square blocks 
and a public square where the capitol 
building would be. They then promised 
the Congress they would build the 
capitol at nominal cost and have it ready 
for use in five months. Suitably im- 
pressed, Congress adopted the plan and 
agreed to meet in Houston on May 1st. 
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The Port of Houston about 1859.

When in January of 1837 Sam Houston 
visited his namesake, he must have been 
somewhat shocked to find only three 
small log cabins, one saloon, and 
perhaps a dozen persons milling 
around. But as word spread of the capital 
moving to Houston, the business and 
livelihood surrounding the political 
workings of government brought rapid 
growth and the settlers in droves. When 
Houston returned in mid-April, there 
were two stores and six saloons, wide 
streets laid out and named, the capitol 
building well underway, and some forty 
cabins, housing totally insufficient for 
the some 500 people who had been 
lured to Houston by the Allen brothers' 
skillful advertising. Early in May, a 
Colonel Morgan wrote from New 
Washington: “Houston it is said now 
nos. 1200 inhabitants and has grown like 
magic. Lotts now sell as high in some 
instances as $10,000— $1000 the lowest 
price at which a block of ten was lately 
sold." Morgan's estimate was undoubt- 
ably high, but by the spring of 1839 a 
local census recorded the resident pop- 
ulation at 2,073 (including 453 
“females"). 

Living conditions were certainly less 
than elegant as the swamplike climate

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New or Little Known Varieties 

How often have you heard collectors complain that there is nothing left to collect 
that carries a reasonable price tag, or that is available from circulation? Tom DeLorey, 
in the November 2,1977,issue of Coin World's Collectors' Clearinghouse, provided an 
answer to that question when he published the discovery specimen of the 1943/1942- 
P nickel. That overdate variety became even more significant when a BU specimen 
was later examined and found to have a doubled die obverse and a tripled die reverse! 


We are not going to use up a lot of 
space discussing coins this month, 
preferring instead to illustrate as many 
of these previously undiscovered, or 
little known, varieties as space permits. 
Most of these coins were not submitted 
as varieties; the owners just wanted to 
know if the coins were genuine. All 
coins illustrated are genuine. 

The study of varieties does become a 
very important part of authentication 
because many of them are so finely 
detailed that a counterfeiter would be 
hard pressed to duplicate them. We 
have just barely scratched the surface, 
and for those who take the time to study 
them, there are still untold varieties of 
both U.S. and foreign coins just waiting 
to be discovered.

A Numismatic Ashtray 

Lest I be accused of abusing the limits 
of the term “Exonumia," I will admit that 
there is nothing numismatic about 
ashtrays. However I could not, for ob- 
vious reasons, resist picturing this item 
in our column. The Meyer & Wenthe 
company of Chicago, Illinois, manufac- 
tured a large number of trade tokens 
during the twentieth century. In addi- 
tion, until recently they were the largest 
manufacturer of transportation tokens 
in this country. This brass ashtray adver- 
tises Meyer & Wenthe's "Electric 
Railway & Motor Coach Metal Fare 
Tokens," and was probably given to 
potential customers for the tokens. The 


The same obverse portraits, with the 
exception of that of President Arthur, 
were used on the Cracker Jack series. 
The outer band on this series is a bit 
wider than the preceding, and the years 
of the presidential term are now con- 
tained within the inner circle ratherthan 
within the outer band. Starting in the 
early fifties, each box of Cracker Jacks 
contained one of these tokens. They 
were struck only in aluminum. 

The last series to be shown is one 
issued in 1938 by Jolly Art Co. of New 
York and designed by Fritz Eue. They 
appear most frequently in aluminum but 
a limited number in silver were adver- 
tised by Stack's for $1 each or $25 for the 
complete set of 32. Nathan Eglit, in his 
Numismatic Scrapbook series on FDR in 
Numismatics, has expressed doubt that 
the entire set was actually struck in 
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Presidential Series Tokens 

Seldom does a week go by when I don't get an inquiry about a "rare old campaign 
token" which the writer has found in the back of his father's chest of drawers. 
Invariably, the token turns out to be one of a series of presidential tokens originally 
issued in the late thirties. 



Perhaps the most widely distributed of 
these sets is the Tasco (Tatham Stamp & 
Coin Co.) Presidential series made by 
the Osborne Register Company of Cin- 
cinnati, Ohio. These 25mm goldine and 
aluminum tokens portray the bust of 
each President on the obverse,the dates 
of his presidency and the chronological 
number of his term of office. The reverse 
gives a short biography and either the 
president's nickname or an associated 
slogan. This particular set runs from 
Washington through FDR with an ad- 
ditional token depicting the capitol 
building. Later on, when the Truman 
token was issued, it was suggested that it 



replace the capitol token in the display 
board. Note the reverse error where 
FDR is referred to as having been 
Secretary of the Navy rather than As- 
sistant Secretary. 

A very similar set of presidential 
tokens was struck by Osborne for 
Hecker Products Corp. of New York 
City. The portraits are all almost identical 
to those of the preceding set; however, 
the legends are entirely contained 
within a raised band around the edge. 
Note that the biographical error on the 
FDR token has been corrected. These 
tokens were also struck in goldine and 
aluminum.

Houston Convention Medal Prices Announced 
Bronze, Silver and Gold 

For the fourth straight year, ANA Anniversary Convention medals and badges are 
being made available in gold. As has been the case in previous years, both the badge 
and the medal will be the same size as the ladies' bronze badge, or 3/4 inches (19mm), 
and will be available only on a subscription basis. Regrettably, firm prices for the gold 
editions are not available at presstime and,therefore,given prices could be increased 
moderately. 


Gold Medal 

The .900 fine (21.6 kt.) gold medal will 
be housed in a plastic holder compatible 
with the holder for the regular three- 
piece medal set. In order that as many 
ANA members as possible have the 
opportunity of orderingthis medal, sub- 
scriptions will be open through August 
26, the final day of the Houston conven- 
tion. Orders will be taken at the conven- 
tion, or will be accepted by mail at ANA 
headquarters. Medals will be mailed to 
purchasers in late October. While all 
gold medals will be serially numbered, it 
will not be possible to assign numbers 
on request. A tentative price of $150 for 
this issue was established at press time. 

Gold Badge 

The 10 kt. gold registration badge, 
complete with suspension ribbon, will 
complement the regular bronze badges 
and silver medals. Final orders for these 
will also close on August 26, but for 
those who wish to have their badges 
during the convention, a July 1 cutoff 
date has been established. Every effort 
will be made to have prepaid orders 
received at ANA headquarters prior to 
July 1 filled for delivery during conven- 
tion week. The tentative price of $55 has 
been established for this edition. 

How to Order Gold Issues 

Members interested in ordering 
either of the two preceding gold issues 
should send a deposit in the amount of 
$75 for the medal and $25 for the 
registration badge, to ANA Convention 
Gold Medals, P.O. Box 2366, Colorado 
Springs, CO 80901. These deposits will 
be credited toward the final purchase 
price as tentatively established. Should 
the increasing gold market result in an 
increase of production costs, all sub- 
scribers will be notified prior to the final 
ordering deadline of July 1, 1978. 


How to Order Regular Bronze and 
Silver Badges and Medals 

The Houston medallic designs will be 
available in the traditional 1 1/2 inch 
bronze men's and the 3/4 inch bronze 
ladies' registration badges. These issues 
can be ordered by subscription as well as 
at the convention. Also traditional, the 
three-piece medal set, encased in 
plastic/ includes the 1 1/2 inch and 3/4 
inch bronze medals along with a 1 1/2 
inch fine silver specimen.

(3) Qualifications and rules for this award are 
the same as for the preceding (2) except that 
the article must have been published in The 
Young Numismatist magazine. The 
Numismatist , Coin World or Numismatic 
News. The award will be a plaque. 

(4) This award is given to the junior judged 
most deserving of it over the year from May 1, 
1977, through April 30, 1978. Selection of the 
recipient shall be on a similar basis as the ANA 
award to the Outstanding Club Represent- 
ative on a cumulative point basis for con- 
sideration of nominee's numismatic service 
rendered. Eligibility shall be on a local, area, 
or regional basis; nominations may be made 
by any ANA individual or club member. Talks 
given before numismatic or educational 
groups, papers published (including locally), 
enthusiasm for numismatics and leadership in 
local numismatic circles will all be considered 
in the awarding of points. A form is available 
for nominating a candidate for this award, 
and a copy may be obtained from Florence 
M. Schook. 

(5) This award shall be presented to the adult 
judged to have contributed most toward the 
encouragement of young numismatists. 
Nominations for this award may be made by 
individual or club members of the ANA or by 
educators. (In Michigan, it is necessary that 
junior and senior high school clubs have 
adult faculty advisors, and for this reason it is 
felt that educators, properly identified, 
should be allowed to submit nominations.) 
The qualities to be considered in awarding 
points are: time; knowledge; educational 
contributions such as books, papers, etc.; 
leadership in ethical and moral standards; 
ability to organize, attract new members to 
the hobby, etc. Monetary contributions shall 
not be considered a basis for this award. A 
form for nominating a candidate is available 
from Florence M. Schook. 

(6) ANA junior members may enter exhibits in 
Class C at the annual convention. This award 
will be made to the junior whose exhibit in 
this class is judged best in accordance with 
exhibit rules; identical standards applying to 


adult exhibits will prevail. Junior exhibitors 
shall mount, prepare and place their own 
exhibits. This is, in effect, the junior best in 
show. 

(7) Qualifications and rules for the Gordon Z. 
Greene Award are the same as for the 
preceding (6) except that only exhibits of 
United States material will be considered in 
competition for it. 

(8) Qualifications and rules for the James L. 
Betton Award are the same as for the ANA 
Junior Exhibit Award (6) except that only 
exhibits of foreign material will be con- 
sidered in competition for it. 

(9) Qualifications and rules for the Kurt 
Krueger^Award are the same as for the ANA 
Junior Exhibit Award (6) except that only 
exhibits of U.S. or Foreign Paper Money will 
be considered in competition for it. 

(10) Qualifications and rules for the Melissa 
Van Grover Award are the same as for the 
ANA Junior Exhibit Award (6) except that only 
exhibits of Israel or Judaic Numismatic 
material will be considered in competition for 
it. In the event there is no qualifying exhibit, 
the award may be given to a deserving exhibit 
of other material at the discretion of the 
judges. 

(11) Qualifications and rules for the Arlie 
Slabaugh Award are the same as for the ANA 
Junior Exhibit Award (6) except that only 
exhibits of medals and/or tokens will be 
considered in competition for it.

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Young Numismatist Awards for 1978 

Florence M. Schook, chairwoman of the ANA Young Numismatist Program, has 
announced eleven awards to be given in connection with the junior collectors 
program in 1978. Two of the awards are made by the ANA and nine by individuals or 
organizations interested in encouraging the participation of juniors in numismatics. 
The eleven awards are designated as follows: 

(1) The ANA Junior Literary Award 

(2) The Debbie Jane Gould Memorial Award 

(3) The Ray Byrne Junior Literary Award 

(4) The Outstanding Young Numismatist Award 

(5) The Outstanding Adult Leader or Advisor Award 

(6) The ANA Class C (Junior) Convention Exhibit Award 

(7) The Gordon Z. Greene U. S. Exhibit Award 

(8) The James L. Betton Foreign Exhibit Award 

(9) The Kurt Krueger Paper Money Exhibit Award 

(10) The Melissa Van Grover Award 

(11) The Arlie Slabaugh Medals and Tokens Exhibit Award 


Qualifications for all of these awards 
(except No. 5) are that the contestants be 
junior members (ages 11 to 18) of the 
ANA at the time of their achievements, 
although they may have become adult 
members when the awards are actually 
presented at the Houston Convention in 
August 1978; their achievements must 
have been originated and carried outon 
their own; and their entries must be 
received by chairwoman Florence 
Schook no later than June 1, 1978. 

In the case of written articles, there is 
no minimum or maximum limit or 
length. The manuscript must be typed or 
printed on 8 1/2" by 11" sheets, double- 
spaced on only one side of the paper, 
and it must bear the author's name, ANA 
number, affijiations with other 
numismatic organizations, a short 
biographical sketch, and his or her black 
and white glossy photograph. In all 
cases, the decisions of the judges shall 
be final. 

An article, once submitted, may be 
resubmitted for judging in a future year 
if the author has done further research 
on the subject matter and the article is 
revised substantially. However, should 
the author pass the eligible ageof junior 
status, the article or manuscript cannot 
be further altered, edited, or otherwise 
changed for resubmission. An article or 
manuscript may only be submitted in 
one category. 


A manuscript or article may be sub- 
mitted by an officer or editor of a local, 
state or regional organization, but all 
rules herein must apply. In case an 
article is submitted by someone other 
than the author, the written permission 
of the author for such submission must 
accompany it, and it will then be treated 
as if submitted by the author himself. 

Rules and qualifications for the in- 
dividual awards are as follows: 

(1) As the name implies, this isa literary award 
to be presented to the junior who writes the 
best essay or gives the best talk on a 
numismatic subject. The information may be 
from original research or may have been 
gathered from various sources, but credit 
must be given by the author for his source or 
sources. Original conclusions are en- 
couraged, particularly when logically 
presented. Manuscripts will be judged for 
their content, general interest and literary 
excellence. The award will be a plaque. 

(2) This is an educational award to be made to 
the junior author of the best article sub- 
mitted. Each entrant is expected to have 
conducted in-depth research of his area of 
interest, going beyond information previous- 
ly published in standard numismatic 
reference works, and his article must 
demonstrate individual and specialized in- 
volvement with his topic. The article sub- 
mitted may or may not have been published, 
and may have been submitted to a local, state, 
or regional organization in competition or for 
publication. The award will be in the form of a 
plaque.

Juniors, how would you like to receive a Roman coin having a catalog value of $10 to 
$12, and at no cost to you? Read on, young numismatists, read on... 


Dan Clark, a young Methodist 
minister from Montana, is a keen stu- 
dent of ancient numismatics, with 
Roman and Byzantine coins his special- 
ty. As such he is my best source of coins 
for the Roman Coin Project. Recently 
Dan engineered a trip to Asia where he 
purchased a large number of Roman 
coins. He was kind enough to send me a 
sizable package of them which included 
eight coins of Honorius (AD 393-423) 
that showed, on the reverse, the three 
standing figures of Honorius, 
Theodosius, and Arcadius. 

David R. Sea r (Roman Coins and Their 
Values) identifies this coin as SR 4155 and 
values it, in Very Fine condition, at $36. 
Now the eight that I have are definitely 
not VF but they are close to Fine. A fair 
value might be about one-third of this 
amount or, say, $10 to $12. 

Now how may these coins of Honorius 
be obtained? Normally coins of better 
than average value are awarded only for 
a more than routine accomplishment. 
For example, coin No. 4, indicative of 
completing the Basic RCP, is usually a 
nice specimen and has a greater value 
than any of the first three coins. 
However these eight coins of Honorius 
will not be given for any special achieve- 
ment but will go to the first eight juniors 
who specifically ask for them when 
applying for earned coins on a Roman 
Coin Request Form. Further I have two 
more coins of Honorius having just two 
standing figures, Honorius and 
Theodosius II, on the reverse. These will 
also be given away to early requesters, 
which means that the first ten juniors 
who request these coins will receive 
them. How can anyone possibly beatthis 
deal? 

How do you get started earning these 


Roman and Byzantine coins? Write David

■ The last item on the April n.v. page 

t gave hints on a member's name that is 

quite unusual. Lest I forget to relieve 
your concern in this weighty matter, the 
name is Jay Kay. His membership 
number is catchy, too: 29999, indicating 
that he became a member 20 years ago. 

■ A report and an editorial in a recent 
weekly numismatic publication dwelt at 
length with dealer representation on the 
ANA board of governors. Over the years 
most boards have included one or more 
representatives of the commercial seg- 
ment of the hobby, and many of them 
have served with distinction. 

On the recent and present boards of 
nine members, one constitutes 11% of 
the total, two are 22%, three are one- 
third, etc. The equivalent proportions of 
the total individual membership of ANA 
are, in rounded off figures, 3400, 6900, 
10,000, etc. On this basis, the dealers 
would seem to be well represented on 
the board, even though we don't know 
the precise criteria for sorting the 
“dealers" from other members of the 
total number of each class. 

■ My daily newspaper filled part of a 
page recently with humorist Gerald 
Nachman's "Most Unshakeable 
Beliefs." They ranged from asinine to 
sublime, from profound to zany. The 
following was one of his “beliefs" that is 
too true to be amusing: “That nine out 
of ten letter-writers think that 'a lot' is 
one word and have serious doubts over 
the differences between 'your' and 
'you're/ 'there' and they're,' and 'its' 
and 'it's.' " 

In the second pair of words he could 
have included “their;" and there are 
many other commonly used words that 
are misspelled or used incorrectly all too 


frequently. A Time magazine article 
container! a sentence starting with 
“Near by is a . . . ." 

Generally the reader's understanding 
is not impaired by a typo but sometimes 
an incorrect word changes the meaning 
or leaves it in doubt. Consider this 
sentence from an AP newspaper article: 
“Soybean production last year (1977) 
was nearly 1.72 billion bushels, up 3 
percent from the 1.29 billion bushels 
produced in 1976." There's an error, 
that's obvious, but is it in the bushels or 
percent? 

In writing, especially, be very careful 
to say what you mean and mean what 
you say. You aren't apt to get a chance to 
correct an error. 


■ The extent to which the va'ue of the 
Mexican peso has fallen in relation to its 
silver content is an indication of the 
extent to which inflation has 
depreciated values. In 1910 the dollar- 
size peso of Mexico had a pure silver 
content (hence value) of nearly 25 
grams. In 1977, two-thirds of a century 
later, its dollar-size silver corn is a 100- 
pgso piece but contains only one-fifth of 
a gram of silver per peso. Thus, when 
buying silver, today's peso will purchase 
less than 1% as much silver as the 1910 
peso would get — 0.82% as much, to be 
exact. The following table shows the 
steady decline.

Just as I was preparing to send in my May 
article, I received a call from executive vice 
president Ed Rochette informing me that 
two CETA (Comprehensive Employment 
and Training Act) grants have been ap- 
proved for our association. I am delighted 
that the association will receive, for one 
year, two totally funded employees under 
this Federal program. One will be a 
specialized library assistant and the other a 
“trainee specialist” in museum accession- 
ing. Both of these people will be able to contribute a great deal to 
your association in areas where we never seem to have enough 
help. 

Next Monday, April 3, 1 go to Washington to testify before the 
House Sub-committee on Historic Preservation and Coinage. 
The subject of this testimony is disposition of the 974,000 (mostly 
CC mint) dollars still held by the General Services Administra- 
tion. Our aim, of course, is to have the government dispose of 
these as soon as possible and in a manner giving the widest 
possible distribution to said dollars. I would say that such disposal 
will have, just as it did when the other 2 million were sold some 
five years ago, a tremendous effect on popularizing silver dollars. 
My. main concern is that the GSA not make “wild statements” 
about the “potential future investment value” of these pieces as 
was done previously. Why.. .the SEC would put a coin dealer 
under the jail for even implying some of the things that were 
stated in their previous sales pitch. Besides.. .with only 975,000 or 
so left, they should sell out easily. 

Hopefully hearings will be held shortly regarding com- 
memorative coinage also, and from all indications there is fairly 
sizable support in both Houses of Congress for such legislation, 
particularly starting with a commemorative half in 1980 for the 
Winter Olympics. This is the first item we want to push for.

earliest coins in her series with the 
helmets on easily dated coins of Rome 
and Asia Minor, Shear made a stylistic 
argument for an early beginning of the 
Athenian Imperials during the reign of 
Augustus. She established an end point 
for the coinage by linking the excessive- 
ly ornate helmets with similar ones on 
coins independently dated to the third 
century A.D. She assumed that the 
coinage finally ceased with the general 
termination of provincial coinage after 
A.D. 268. Thus, largely on the basis of 
style. Shear revolutionized the 
chronology of Athenian Imperials. 
Although many numismatists have 
cautioned against total reliance upon 
style as a basis for dating ancient coins, it 
is only within the last decade that new 
work has allowed a refutation of Shear's 
chronology. 5 

This new chronology relies largely 
upon analysis of coins found in the 
course of excavations in the Athenian 
Agora during the last four decades. 
Careful examination of the 
archaeological contexts of the coins and 
study of their relative wear provide the 
basis for the new dates. For example, 
excavation of material from the first 
century A.D., including the foundation 
of a building constructed at the very end 
of the century, clearly demonstrates that 
no imperial bronze was in use before 
A.D. 100. A restoration of the minting 
privilege just after A.D. 100 would fit 
well with the many other favors granted 
to Athens by the emperor Hadrian (A.D. 
117-138). Since the large number of 
types used to produce the Group I coins 
suggests a minting of some duration, the 
first Athenian Imperials must have been 
issued from Hadrian's time down to 
approximately A.D. 150. 6 


An end point for Athenian imperial 
bronze is provided by analysis of hoards 
and "dropped purses" which can be 
dated to the terrible sack of Athens in 
A.D. 267 by the Herulian Goths. The 
Group III coins which appear in these 
finds show little or no wear and 
therefore must have been minted short- 
ly before 267. Again, a fairly large 
number of dies suggests minting over a 
period of ten to fifteen years. Other 
archaeological information associates 
Group 111 coins with a coin of Gordian III 
(A.D. 242-244) and thus confirms a 
beginning date near A.D. 250. 

The Groupll coins must, therefore, fall 
in the period between approximately 
A.D. 150 and A.D. 250. Wear com- 
parisons of these coins with Roman 
bronzes independently dated to the 
Severan period (A.D. 193-217) show that 
the Group II coins are slightly older. The 
limited number of types associated with 
Group II suggests a minting of relatively 
short duration. Therefore, these coins 
probably were minted during the reigns 
of Marcus Aurelius and Commodus 
(A.D. 161-192). 

Thus, information from archaeology, 
together with sophisticated analysis of 
comparative wear, provides a new 
chronology for the three groups of 
Athenian Imperials. In addition, better 
understanding of the number of types 
and dies, made possible by study by the 
large number of coins from excavations 
in the Athenian Agora, provides some 
indication of each group's duration. 7 
Ingenious as it was, Shear's stylistic 
chronology will not stand in the face of 
this new evidence, which seems to in- 
dicate once again that "style" without 
other confirmation does not provide a 
firm basis for dating ancient coins. 
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wear allow the division of the coins into 
categories, and two categories are 
quickly distinguished. A larger module, 
darker fabric, and greater wear dis- 
tinguish the earlier group from the 
other. The later group is characterized 
by smaller flans and lighter fabric. 
Analysis of the great hoard found 
near Eleusis revealed clearly that coins 
from this latter group were relatively less 
worn and therefore struck later than 
those of the former category. 3 . 

As more coins became available for 
scrutiny during the present century, it 
was discovered that the earlier group 
could be subdivided into two groups. 
The earliest coins are worn to a greater 
extent and inscriptions on them use the

cursive omega [co] (Fig. 10). The later 
coins show slightly less wear and display 
the uncial omega [12] (Fig. 4). Thus, 
numismatists can distinguish three 
successive groups of coins (I, II and III), 
each later than the other, which the 
Athenians issued at some time in the 
imperial period. The first attempt at 
precise dating was made by comparing 
their fabric and style with other datable 
Roman bronzes. On this basis the coins 
were assigned to the second and third 
centuries A.D., more specifically 
between the reigns of FJadrian (A.D. 
117-138) and Gordian III (A.D. 238-244). 4 

Most scholars and collectors in the 
early twentieth century accepted this 
chronology, but it seemed to have one 
serious flaw. Since most numismatists 
agreed that the earlier Athenian New 
Style bronze ceased during the first 
century B.C., this chronology left Athens 
for over a century without new bronze 
issues. In the absence of archaeological 
evidence to confirm this gap, Josephine 
Shear in 1936 proposed a new 
chronology. She argued that the New 
Style bronze could not have circulated 
in sufficient quantities across this time 
period and suggested that out of 
economic necessity the Athenians had 
to issue new bronze coins for small 
denominational use. Shear maintained 
that the emperor Augustus (31 B.C.-A.D. 
14) must have allowed Athens to resume 
minting. She then proceeded to date the 
coins largely on the basis of style. 

Shear felt that the stylistic develop- 
ment of the obverse types, especially 
changes in the design of Athena's 
helmet, provided a basis for dating 
coins. According to her theory, the 
earliest issues portrayed the goddess in 
both the "Corinthian" and "Attic" 
helmet (Figs. 1, 2). These helmets are 
unadorned and have a very short 
horsehair crest. This "Attic" helmet 
soon disappeared, she argued, and 
Athena then wore only the simple 
"Corinthian" helmet with a fan-shaped 
crest. This style was eventually succeed- 
ed by more elaborate forms of helmets 
with larger crests and more ornamenta- 
tion (Fig. 3). 

By comparing the helmets on the 
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figures were honored at festivals during 
the Athenian year, and the coins may 
have been issued in connection with 
these celebrations. Other festivals are 
celebrated as well. The “agonistic” table 
(Fig. 10), for example, commemorates 
one of the competitions held as part of 
several religious festivals. Similarly, the 
bull's head (Fig. 11) can perhaps be 
associated with yet another festival. 

The coins thus provide important 
evidence regarding Athenian religious 
life during the Empire. More important- 
ly, however, they illustrate an interesting 
response of the Athenians toward the 
fact of Roman domination. This once- 
proud city, the home of democracy, the 
leader of the Greeks in the defeat of the 
mighty Persian armada, now suffered 
humiliating domination by the Romans, 
who made all important political 
decisions. As the Greek writer Plutarch 
warned, the Roman military boot was on 
their necks. In these circumstances, the 
Athenians found solace in the recollec- 
tion of their past glories. By recalling the 
exploits of Theseus and their victories 
against the Persians, the Athenians of 
the Empire in a sense made up for their 
current political and military impotence. 
More than simple commemoration of 
past events and figures, these coins 
reveal a preoccupation with the past that 
perhaps bordered on escapism. 2 

The Problem of Chronology 

While the appearance of local, Athe- 
nian types provides important evidence 
concerning Athenian attitudes, the cir- 
cumstances surrounding their 
appearance make the coins difficult to 
date. The official portraits of the em- 
perors and their propaganda, which 
form the subject matter of most other 
coinage in the Roman Empire, generally 
allow easy and precise dating. In the 
absence of this material, Athenian im- 
perial bronze has posted considerable 
chronological difficulties for the 
numismatist. A review of the discussion 
and controversy surrounding its 
chronology provides a fascinating look 
at the methods and problems of dating 
ancient Greek coinage. 

Gross differences in size, fabric, and

spear (Fig. 4), or the owl, her familiar 
companion (Fig. 5). Other gods and 
goddesses held dear to the people of 
Athens, Zeus, Poseidon, Demeter, and 
Dionysos, all appear along with the 
legendary heros of Hercules, Trip- 
tolemus, and Theseus. Triptolemus is 
shown driving the serpent chariot in 
which he traveled to bring the gift of 
grain to mankind (Fig. 6), while legen- 
dary Athenian king Theseus is shown 
engaged in his various exploits, among 
them his battle with the Minotaur. Ac- 
cording to legend, Athens at one time 
was forced to send young men and 
women to Crete as sacrifices to the man- 
bull monster, who lived in a labyrinth. 
Theseus freed Athens from this awful 
obligation by killing the Minotaur. 

Other types refer to the historical 
rather than the legendary. Two promi- 
nent monuments viewed with pride by 
Athenians, the Acropolis and the 
Theater of Kionysos, had their architec- 
ture immortalized. Military figures 
Militiades and Themistocles are also 
remembered. Militiades, the general 
who led the Athenians to their glorious 
victories over the Persians at Marathon 
in 490 B.C., is shown holding a captive 
before a victory trophy (Fig. 8). 
Themistocles, another Athenian general, 
appears astride a war galley (Fig. 9), 
which is appropriate since he was largely 
responsible for the Creek naval victory 
over the Persians in 480 B.C. All of these

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Following the brutal Roman conquest of Greece during the 
second and first centuries B.C., most Greek cities recovered and 
eventually enjoyed the stability and prosperity of the Pax 
Romana. Politically and militarily, however, the Greek city-states 
were completely subordinate to Rome, being denied most of the 
privileges of political autonomy, including the control of 
coinage. Nevertheless, they prospered, and their culture con- 
tinued to exercise a remarkable influence upon the Romans — so 
much, in fact, that the Roman poet Horace could observe, 
"Captive Greece took captive her savage conqueror and brought 
civilization to barbarous Latium.” 

Athens in particular emerged as a center of Greek learning to 
which many of the Roman elite traveled for training in rhetoric 
and philosophy. Probably because of her cultural preeminence, 
Athens received the rare privilege of issuing its own bronze 
coinage, complete with Athenian types instead of Roman. These 
coins, which appeared in full and fractional units, are known to 
historians and numismatists as Athenian Imperials, or Athenian 
imperial bronze, and must be distinguished from the Classical 
and New Style issues which appeared before the period of the 
Roman Empire. Because Athenian officials oversaw the minting 
process, including the selection of types, the Athenian Imperials 
are free of the imperial propaganda which dominates most other 
coinage of the Roman Empire. It is this fact which gives the 
coinage its special historical significance and at the same time 
makes it especially difficult to date. 


The Types and Their Significance 

In place of the portraits of the 
emperors and their propaganda com- 
mon to Roman coinage,onefindson the 
Athenian Imperials a variety of types 
which reflect various aspects of Athe- 
nian religion, legend, and history. The 
standard obverse is the familiar Athena, 


the patron goddess of Athens, who 
appears wearing military helmets of 
various styles (Figs. 1,2,3). More will be 
said later regarding the significance of 
the stylistic changes. 

The reverse types are many, depicting 
over 30 different subjects. One finds 
Athena once more, but with shield and

appearance, yet at only one-sixth of the 
original cornice's unwieldly weight. 

A fiberglass mixture of chopped glass 
and polyester resin was applied to the 
interior of the cornice, thus providing 
the cornice with additional strength and 
durability. With the aid of steel reinforc- 
ing bars, the two individual parts of the 
cornice were securely joined together. 
The assembled cornices were carefully 
transported outside the fabrication 
facility and were allowed to cure in the 
warm Californian sun for several days. 
Special metal supports were mounted to 
the cornices to provide additional ease 
in installation and a permanently secure 
foundation for fastening to the San 
Francisco Mint. 

The finished, cured cornices then 
were transported to the restoration site, 
where they were hoisted to the top of 
the Mint by use of a crane and were 
maneuvered to their appropriate 
locations. Special adjustable anchoring 
brackets which already had been firmly 
implanted into the upper stone walls 
enabled workmen to evenly align the 
cornices. Even after this secure installa- 
tion of the cornices, the anchoring 
brackets can be raised or lowered to 
resolve any slight unevenness. 



The fiberglass cornices were installed upon 
adjustable brackets to allow even alignment. 
The newly fabricated cornices recreated the 
structure's original appearance at one-sixth 
of the original cornice's weight. 

Although all the cornices necessitated 
diligent installation, special painstaking 
care was implemented on the structure's 
corners to guarantee an exact fit. Along 
the upper edge of the cornices, sponge- 
like foam backer rods were inserted into 
the cornice joints. This procedure 
facilitated the application of white 
sealant in the joints, thereby providing a 
weatherproof seal against the destruc- 
tive elements. 

Carrying the Restoration 
A Step Further 

Upon completion of the San Francisco 
Mint's exterior stone restoration. 
Western Waterproofing Company was 
again contracted for additional work on 
the facility. This time the project is to 
renovate the San Francisco Mint's Old 
Courtyard, which is located outdoors in 
the interior of the surrounding struc- 
ture. Various cleaning, grouting, and 
stone restoration projects are currently 
underway. 

With the completion of the San Fran- 
cisco Mint restoration program, this 
significant architectural structure will 
have been returned to its original design 
splendor and its structural integrity 
preserved for many decades to come.

architect, Walter Sontheimer. For areas 
where the stone damage was minimal, a 
specially formulated patching com- 
pound, composed of ground stone and 
synthetic binders, was applied. Where 
the stone damage was more severe, 
entire blocks of stone had to be re- 
placed. In these instances, various 
replacement sandstone samples were 
transported to the Mint to aid in a 
selection of stone which would closely 
duplicate the original stone in color, 
grain, and texture. This stone matching 
frequency became complex, as varying 
patterns in adjacent stones demanded a 
more extensive search for an ap- 
propriate replacement stone which 
would recreate the architectural 
appearance of the original structure. 

Cracks and fractures that were ob- 
vious in numerous areas of the Mint's 
granite base, which composed the struc- 
ture's first story, were repaired through 
the application of epoxy grout. Where 
there was evidence of stone fragmenta- 
tion, the epoxy grout was injected into 
drill holes, once again supplying long- 
term tensile strength to the previously 
weakened areas. Anchoring pins often 
were required to hold the replacement 
stone patch securely in place when the 
stone deterioration was more severe. 
On corners, temporary wood forms 
were applied to the exterior of the newly 
restored granite in order to provide 
additional support until the stone patch 
was thoroughly dry and stable. 


A Return to Elegance 

As on most significant buildings prior 
to the twentieth century, extensive or- 
namentation was often the coup de 
grace of architectural design. The San 
Francisco Mint was no exception; 
however, much of the structure's once- 
impressive stone detailing had 
crumbled away. Western Art Stone, 
specialty contractors located in Califor- 
nia, proceeded to duplicate the original 
embellishments. 

Lumber forms were assembled as 
molds for the fabrication of the Mint's 
metope , decorative groupings of ver- 
tical stone bars. The molds were filled

with a specially formulated cemen- 
titious mixture. When this dried, the 
molds were removed, resulting in 
castings which were ready for installa- 
tion on the Mint. Other ornamentation, 
such as bell-shaped guttae , were 
-duplicated in the same manner, and 
then firmly set in place on the Mint's 
walls. 

Material Substitution 
Lightens the Load 

The Mint's cornice restoration also 
was carried out away from the structure. 
The special concept implemented for 
the building's cornice duplication and 
replacement took advantage of a 
material that was not available when the 
Mint was originally constructed. That is, 
a pressing problem in this earthquake- 
prone area had been the extreme 
weight of the original stone cornices. If 
the new cornices were to be fabricated 
of the same material, instability and 
damage of the stone was almost certain. 
Therefore, it was proposed that the 
cornices be replaced with much lighter, 
fiberglass substitutes. 

Once again, lumber molds were con- 
structed, by Western Art Stone, to exact 
specifications for the cornice formation. 
Due to their cumbersome size, the new 
cornices were cast in two parts, greatly 
simplifying fabrication. A sandstone 
mixture was prepared from the crushed 
stone of the removed cornices. This 
stone mixture was evenly applied to the 
exterior of the newly fabricated 
fiberglass cornice — creating a virtual 
replication of the original cornice in 
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Mullet. Soon after the San Francisco 
Mint's completion, it became the prin- 
cipal mint of the nation and served as the 
country's chief Federal depository, until 
its transition into an office building in 
1939. 

Although the Mint was one of the few 
metropolitan buildings to remain stand- 
ing after the disastrous San Francisco 
earthquake and fire of 1906, other en- 
vironmental forces took their effects 
over the ensuing years ... By 1976, the 
San Francisco Mint evidenced extensive 
stone and mortar deterioration and 
desperately required restoration. 

To restore this historic symbol of the 
United States' rapid Western growth, a 
monumental historic restoration 
endeavor was undertaken. Cleaning of 
the structure and repair/restoration of 
the structural and decorative masonry 
was contracted to the San Francisco 
branch of Western Waterproofing Com- 
pany, with funding provided by the U.S. 
Mint. 

Returning the Mint 
to “Mint” Condition 

The San Francisco Mint is a two-story, 
modified square building consisting of 
brick, granite, and sandstone facings, 
with an open interior courtyard. This 
Federal-style building has a flat roof and 
a pedimented Doric entrance portico. 
The bay windows are articulated by 
pilasters, while corner pavilions and 
partially denticulated cornices and 
pediments add to the structure's im- 
pressive appearance. 

Weather and time had taken their toll 
on the structure. Dirt had accumulated 
and built up on the building's surface, 
and building materials had eroded, with 
damage rapidly accelerating. For exam- 
ple, the deterioration of the heavy stone 
cornices of the Mint which had architec- 
turally accentuated the building's 
upper-most perimeter was especially 
severe. And, in fact, prior to the 1976 
restoration project, the cornices had 
been removed from all sides of the Mint, 
since they had become so severely 
spalled and crumbled that they posed a 
serious threat to pedestrian safety. In 
addition, the sandstone blocks which

comprised the Mint's walls, columns, 
and other accentuating ornamentation, 
also had become weather-scarred over 
the years. 

The first step in the restoration 
program, therefore, involved the 
removal of unsound masonry so as to 
provide a sound base for the replace- 
ment stone. All of the decomposing 
stone behind the cornices was taken 
out. And all damaged stone and mortar 
of the walls, columns, etc. was chipped 
away. 

Upon removal of the deteriorated 
material, the entire structure was 
thoroughly, yet delicately, cleaned, us- 
ing Western Waterproofing's Wet 
Aggregate Cleaning process. This 
procedure, by utilizing a cleaning com- 
position of water and a fine friable 
aggregate, enables thorough cleaning, 
while minimizing the abrasion on 
porous stone surfaces and on intricately 
detailed areas of a structure.

After completing the cleaning 
process, work was initiated to remedy 
the stone deterioration, conforming to

As the rambunctious "gold rush” era of the mid-1800's neared its end, 
California suddenly found it had become one of the most thriving and 
economically prosperous areas in the nation. Large quantities of gold and 
silver were being extracted from the Western mining frontier and were 
quickly passing into circulation. But government officials and others soon 
realized that if this economic growth was to continue smoothly in the newly 
acquired U.S. territory of California, some semblance of composure had to be 
regained. The establishment of reputable financial institutions was one 
obvious step in achieving some degree of stability. 


In 1854, therefore, the third branch of 
the U.S. Mint was established in San 
Francisco to accommodate the large in- 
flux of deposits. By 1874, an impressive 
building to house this branch mint had 
been constructed at Fifth and Mission 
Streets, from plans designed by Alfred B.

mechanical equipment were designed 
so as to give a sense of unity to the 
building. Several interior elements are 
reoccurring, the most prevalent being 
the cast iron used in both decorative and 
functional roles. All internal trim, 
moldings, cornices and stairs were of 
cast iron, as were the railings for the 
balconies which, painted in scarlet and 
gold and entered from the second floor, 
encircled two identical rooms and were 
used by armed guards when the Mint 
was in full operation. Counting rooms 
and offices were trimmed with golden 
mahogany, and the interior doors of this 
same wood were embellished with 
elaborate hinges, escutcheons, and 
doorknobs, the last of which bear the 
seal of the Treasury Department. There 
were floors covered with rich carpet, or 
exquisite Italian marble which also 
graced the mantles of the fourteen 
fireplaces on the first and second floors. 

To equip the building for modern use, 
entire new systems of heating, ven- 
tilating, air conditioning, plumbing and 
electrical service had to be installed, but 
appearance was to recapture the 
original beauty. Extensive repairs and 
modifications were made on the roof, 
ceilings, walls, and floors. To determine 
the paint originally used, historical 
architects of the National Park Service 
removed and examined small sections of 
the entire layering of paint in cross 
section through a binocular microscope

Interior 

Matching the classical proportions es- 
tablished by the architecture, early 
photographs show that counters and 
furniture, lighting fixtures, and even 


while the exterior walls are designed of 
three feet of steel-reinforced brick 
faced with an additional foot of stone. 
Interior partitions are, for the most part, 
of solid masonry construction well 
strengthened with steel mesh. Cast iron 
pillars with twelve inch wrought iron 
girders aid the partition walls in the 
support of ceilings of arched brick 
parallel vaults between iron I-beams. 
The walls of the vaults are interlaced 
with iron railroad rails. 

It was the largest Mint in the world, 
measuring some 220 feet long and 165 
feet wide, the most efficient and the 
most tightly guarded, but as restoration 
would show it was also the most 
beautiful. 
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foreign coinage on occasion. When a 
third mint was constructed in San Fran- 
cisco in 1937, coining operations in the 
old mint ceased, and it fell into usage as 
an office building by various Federal 
agencies until its total abandonment in 

1968. 

After its demise as a useful minting 
organ of the Treasury, the old San 
Francisco Mint weathered various alter- 
nating schemes for demolition or 
preservation, none of which brought 
about definite action. Groups support- 
ing preservation included the 
American Institute of Archeology, the 
California Historical Society, the Society 
of Architectural Historians, the Sierra 
Club, the Alpine Club, and the Society 
of California Pioneers, along with the 
Mint's neighbor, the San Francisco 
Chronicle , but the discouraging es- 
timate of $1,938,000 for complete 
restoration dampened manyenthusiastic 
spirits. Even the City of San Francisco, 
which had long supported preservation, 
was faced with the reality that in private 
hands the property would yield $300,000 
annually in taxes, and so in late March of 

1969, Mayor Joseph Alioto withdrew the 
city's official participation in future 
plans. Numerbus resolutions calling for 
preservation continued to be made, but 
no one was able or willing to make the 
financial commitment. 

In June, 1969, unable to come up with 
a taker for the building, the General 
Services Administration (GSA) finally 
transferred the building the the Depart- 
ment of Health, Education, and Welfare, 
which in turn proposed to convey the 
building to the State of California for the 
use of San Francisco State College, 
which in turn planned to demolish the 
building and replace it with a modern 
structure. But even the cost to demolish 
and clear away the building ran to nearly 
$1 million, and with the general con- 
sciousness of the country turning 
strongly toward preservation and Mint 
Director Mary Brooks in strong support. 
President Nixon issued a Presidential 
Order which transferred the building 
back to the Treasury's Bureau of the 
Mint for adaptive use under the provi- 
sion of Public Law 92-362.

Restoration began in 1972, and in 
Spring of 1973 the Old Mint reopened as 
a dual-purpose facility of the Bureau of 
the Mint: forty percent of the building 
houses a public museum completely 
restored to the Mint's original 
appearance while the remainder houses 
the Special Coins and Medals Division 
which processes orders and distributes 
all proof and uncirculated sets. 

RESTORATION 

The Classic Revival style of architec- 
ture was by far the most universal and 
widespread style in American building 
around the middle of the 19th century 
and the style chosen for all buildings 
authorized by the Treasury Department 
during that period. Even though the 
rapid industrial and technological ex- 
pansion following the Civil War produc- 
ed new building techniques as well as a 
new affluence which found expression 
in more ostentatious architectural 
forms, architect Alfred Bult Mullett 
(1834-1890) chose the familiar and sturdy 
Classic Revival style for the San Francisco 
Mint. Perhaps it was the desire to reflect 
a sense of security and solidity in this 
building which would coin and house 
much of the country's precious mbtal, 
but more than likely the preference of 
massiveness over decoration was simply 
an effort to be quake-proof. Since the 
earthquake of 1868 had destroyed much 
of San Francisco, resistance to further 
shocks became a prime consideration in 
any major construction effort. Concrete

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HISTORY 

With the gold strike of 1849 at Sutter's 
Mill, San Francisco was faced with the 
dilemma of being rich in gold but poor 
in money. Foreign coins were utilized at 
a rate of exchange based on their size, 
and it was said that a man with large 
hands could make his fortune at a saloon 
where payment was often a pinch of 
gold dust. Adding to the chaos was 
coinage minted by, at one time, as many 
as fourteen private mints, coinage 
whose fineness was not always as 
claimed. 

In an effort to bring stability to the 
booming Western economy. Congress 
authorized a branch of the U.S. Mint in 
San Francisco in July of 1852 and the 
Mint began operating in 1854. When the 
discovery of silver in Nevada placed 
even greater pressure on San Francisco 
minting facilities. Congress ap- 
propriated funds for a second mint in 
1864, a mint whose survival over 100 
years later would be in question. 

By 1870, production at the San Fran- 
cisco Mint had surpassed that of the 
main minting facility in Philadelphia, 
and in 1874, Congress designated the 
mint a Sub-Treasury public depository. 
The peak production year recorded at 
the San Francisco Mint was in 1877 when 
$50,000,000 in coins were stamped. On 
the old guest register were found the 
names of such notables as Mark Twain, 
General U.S. Grant, Sarah Bernhardt, 
William Cullen Bryant, and President 
Rutherford B. Hayes. 

The Mint was to win a special place in 
the heart of San Franciscans when she 
remained standing in the rubble and 
ashes of the city following the earth- 
quake of 1906. Fire fought to consume 
her, and the heat grew sufficiently to 
melt the glass in the windows, but thanks 
to the two wells installed in the court- 
yard only weeks before and the valiant 
efforts of soldiers and Mint employees, 
the Mint and the $200,000,000 stored in 
her vaults were saved. Since all the local 
banks had suffered complete loss, the 
absence of money might have greatly

slowed recovery, but the Mint, acting as 
a “clearinghouse bank," validated the 
deposits of these banks with their own 
funds. This permitted the quick recir- 
culation of money essential to both 
physical and emotional recovery from 
the effects of the devastation. 

The old mint continued to produce 
coinage and store gold bullion into the 
1930's, along with producing some

D eclaring “that the spirit and direction of the Nation are 
founded upon and reflected in its historic past/' and 
realizing that the preservation of these tangible reminders of the 
past should be encouraged by the Federal Government, the 89th 
Congress on October 15, 1966, passed Public Law 89-665, the 
National Historic Preservation Act, which in effect authorized the 
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total. The rarity of these issues came into 
the fore recently when one note was 
offered for sale for $2400. 

Better known and easier to come by 
are the paper money issues of the siege 
of Palmanova. The Austrian attack of 
1848 was the third that this garrison had 
undergone (the previous two having 
taken place in 1809 and 1814 respec- 
tively). The last siege was a force of 
circumstance rather than choice on the 
part of the Austrians. Marshall Redetzky, 
commanding the Austrian forces, decid- 
ed to make his way toward Mincio in 
order to avoid encountering the fast 
advancing Italian forces from the north- 
west. In Udine, in the meantime, the 
Italian hero Carlo Zucchi was released 
from jail to organize and lead with 
defenses of the city of Palmanova. With 
the help of the citizens the garrison held 
fast for several weeks, but finally, aware 
that no reinforcements were on the way, 
they capitulated and allowed the 
Austrians to take the fort. During the 
siege, the local Municipal Committee 
took on the fiscal responsibilities for the 
town and issued the first 25 and 50 
centessimi notes, signed by one 
member only of the committee. These 
two notes were of the same size, 
measuring 8x7 centimeters. The highest 
denominations for 1, 2, 3 and 6 lire were 
also all of the same size but considerably 


larger than the fractional notes. They 
measured 16 x 14 centimeters. The notes 
were hand manufactured, the higher 
ones being signed by the President of 
the Committee, Dr. Giuseppe Putelli, 
and three committee members. A total 
of only 60,000 lire was issued in different 
denominations, the rarest being the 6 
lire note of which only some 300 notes 
were circulated. In Italy the author 
personally had the opportunity of buy- 
ing a 3 lire note for $264 and had to 
refuse the 6 lire note which was offered 
to him for $960; both were in excellent 
condition. 

Palmanova today is a quiet and pleas- 
ant town. A local museum recalls the 
events of some century and a quarter 
ago, and citizens speak with pride of 
their heroic ancestors. Venetians too are 
prouder of the past than the present. 
Many claim the city is being sadly 
neglected because national economic 
and political problems do not allow 
enough attention to be paid to the 
serious problems and risks being en- 
countered by the community. In 
searching for paper money issues of 
Venezia the author encountered items 
everywhere but in the Silent City itself, 
yet surprisingly, found that the 
Milanese, Genovese and Romans know 
very little of the history of Lombardy and 
Venice. 
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Osoppo (also spelt Osopo) emergency issues are undoubtedly the rarest of the 
Italian “Revolutionary” notes of 1848. The highest denomination issue was for 100 
Austrian liras. 


These different denominations of the Palmanova paper currencies were circulated during the 
1848 Siege. The notes are extremely rare, particularly when in good condition.

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New issues were further authorized in 
December of the same year, but now the 
heading read/'Moneta del Commune di 
Venezia.” The two lire denomination 
was omitted from this series but re- 
placed by an additional one lira note 
divided into two 50 centesimi halves 
which could be easily split vertically. 
Decrees in March and August autho- 
rized the issue of the 100 and 50 lire 
denominations respectively. The latter 
three notes all bear the year 1849 on 
them. These two series are extremely 
unattractive paper monies. They are 
grey and pink in color and have poor 
designs on them. The quality of the 
paper and printing is also of a very low 
standard, but they are issues keenly 
collected. The 50 and 100 lire of both 
series are priced at over $24 each and 
even the lower notes are becoming hard 
to come by. The second series is rarer 
than the first and the 50 centesimi issue is 
valued at about $12. 

After the capitulation of Venice, all 
the“Moneta Patriottica”was decreed by 
the Austrians to be invalid. A total of 
four and a half million lire remained 
outstanding. The “Moneta del Com- 
mune di Venezia” on the other hand, 
was withdrawn and each note replaced 
for half its value with “Viglietto del 
Tesoro's” in the Austrian lira denomina- 
tion. These notes, far more ornate than 
their predecessors, are indeed rarities, 
valued in the $240 region. 

Two important Italian garrisons came 
under Austrian siege during this same 
period, both within the framework of 
the Venetian revolution, and in both 
instances circumstances necessitated 
the issuing of internal provisional 
currencies. 

The siege of Osoppo marks a glorious 
chapter in the Italian fight for in- 
dependence. The Austrians had made 
important advances in their -victories 
againstthe Italians in Lombardy in July of 
1848, and Osoppo came under severe 
and continuous attack for three months 
and heroically resisted until October. 
On the 16th of the month the Austrian 
troops pillaged the fortress and burnt all 
documents and papers, in spite of an 
armistice having been signed by the 





There are no Venetian issues with particularly 
attractive designs. The 1, 2, 3 and 5 lire were 
the lowest denomination issues of this first 
1848 series. The reverses have the Venetian 
Lion and Bible symbol stamped upon them. 

Italian general Salasco in August. 
Records are scant but a few of the note 
issues have survived. They were the 
result of the initiative taken by the 
Paymaster General of the garrison, a 
Giacinto Franceschinis who received the 
sanction of the Commander of the for- 
tress, Colonel Licurgo Zannini, to issue 
notes for .50, 1, 2, 3, 6, 50 and 100 
Austrian lire. A Finance Committee had 
been set up and all four members 
became signatories to the note issues 
which were hand written and bore 
official stamps. It appears that no more 
than 6,100 Austrian lire were issued in

The 3,000 Lire Bond was the highest denomination issued by the Provincial Government of 
Venice in 1848 under the auspices of the National Bank of Venezia. Funds raised through the 
issue of these bonds were used as backing for the “Moneta Patriotica” issues. 
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Venice's millennium of autonomy dissolved in the space of a few hours on May 12, 1797, as 
the once-mighty republic surrendered to Napoleon's troops.The emperor himself entered 
the city he had so frequently vilified in November, 1807, at which time the municipal 
council erected a massive triumphal arch that spanned the Grand Canal. 


patriotism awakened in 1847 when the 
young Daniele Manin presented to the 
Austrian Emperor a petition informing 
him of the Nation's wants and was jailed 
for high treason. The Venetians, already 
in a state of agitation, were further 
inspired by the throes of revolution 
engulfing all of Italy and a great part of 
Europe, and so they forced the local 
Austrian Governor to release Manin. 
Within days, the Austrians completely 
evacuated the city and a provisional 
government was set up. The Republic of 
San Marco, with Manin as President, was 
proclaimed on the 26th of March, 1848, 
but freedom and independence were 
short lived. The reinforced Austrians 
occupied all of the mainland and placed 
a siege on Venice. The heroic defense of 
the Republic by the Venetians is well 
recorded in history, but famine and 
pestilence set in and when the expected 
sea bombardment came, the Venetians 
capitulated. On the 24th of August, 1849, 
an honorable surrender was negotiated 
and Venice was once again under 
Austrian occupation. 

On formation of the republic a deci- 


sion to issue paper currencies had 
almost immediately been taken and 
authorized by a decree of September 
1848. But first, funds had to be raised for 
the issue and bonds were floated, initial- 
ly on a voluntary loan basis, later 
changed to obligatory loans. The bonds 
themselves were headed, “Governo 
Provisorio di Venezia," and were each 
signed by Manin as Presidente of the 
Republic. The issues, from 500 lire to 
3000 lire, bore interest and were 
allocated by the Banca Nazionale di 
Venezia, who circulated the “Moneta 
Patriottica” in the relation to the sums 
collected against the bonds from Vene- 
tian citizens. These issues are keenly 
sought after by Italians and other collec- 
tors because they so closely relate to the 
monetary issue itself. They in fact form 
an integral part of the currency of the 
period. They fetch between $28 and $72 
each, depending on the denomination. 
The "Moneta Patriottica" was issued in 
two separate emissions. The 1, 2, 3 and 5 
lire correnti (legal tender lire) preceded 
the 50 and 100 lire denominations by just 
2 months. 
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The Doge , possibly with the council of ten (and assiduous citizen secretaries ), as 
depicted in a late fifteenth century manuscript by an unknown Frenchman: an 
example of foreign interest in Venice and its institutions.

It takes more than a day of walking and bridge crossing in Venice for reality to sink 
in. To read and hear of the silent city on water, of houses built on piles and of gems of 
Byzantine, Gothic and Renaissance architecture, often leads to sceptical curiosity; 
until, that is, you yourself tread the cobbled, shoulder-wide “calle" or, sitting in a 
gondola, glide through quiet canals, the “real” streets of the city. The silence has a 
charm all its own and everywhere you look the city beckons you back to events in 
history of far greater consequence than the city's current dubious claim to fame as a 
tourist attraction. 


Modern Venice owes its origins to 
refugees from Northern Italy, seeking 
safety in the impregnable marshes of the 
lagoons in the area from the Mongolian 
Huns, who wrought havoc in Europe in 
the fourth and fifth centuries. From the 
beginning the goal of independence 
existed in this “asylum" city. As the 
population increased and more 
refugees established firm roots, the State 
was formed, comprising 12 lagoon 
townships radiating from Rialto, today's 
Venice. The Independent Republic ex- 
panded and prospered as a result of 
Mediterranean commerce. It was ruled 
by an oligarchy at the head of which 
stood the “Council of Ten" aristocrats 
and a senate who appointed the Doge, 
the chief magistrate who until the 13th 
century had absolute power over the 
State. The last Doge of Venice was 
Lodovico Manin; he abdicated in 1797 
after a government resolution not to 
oppose Napoleon, who conquered and 
brought an end to the Republic. 

The period that followed, until 
Venice's incorporation into the 
Kingdom of Italy in 1866, saw a great deal 
of conflict and the appearance of a 
number of paper money issues. These 
are invariably “revolutionary" issues, in 
the broad sense of the word, and their 
historical significance is not always 
reflected in the quality of design or 


manufacture of the currencies in ques- 
tion. 

Venice was assigned to Austria in 1815 
when the Franco-Austrian Coalition was 
formed and throughout the period un- 
der Austrian occupation, dissension and 
opposition was prevalent. It was the 
defeat of Austria by the Prussians in 1866 
that brought freedom again to 
Venetians, now under a united Italy. 

One year, 1848, remains outstanding 
in those six decades of conflict. Venetian
